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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fulwood  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Reports  for  the  years  1942  and  1943. 

Sanction  has  not  yet  been  given  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  produce  a report  containing 
all  the  facts  about  the  population,  its  distribution,  and  other  matters  of  interest,  but  most  of  the 
usual  statistics  of  births,  deaths.  Infectious  Diseases,  and  other  details  of  the  Sanitary  service  in 
the  district  are  included. 

That  the  reports  for  the  two  years  under  review  might  be  comparable  with  the  reports  of 
the  preceding  years,  a short  summary  of  events  in  each  of  the  years  is  presented. 

1942.  In  the  year  1942,  the  reduction  of  the  aerial  activity  on  the  part  of  the  enemy  over 

this  part  of  the  country,  particularly  in  the  second  half  of  the  year,  provided  increased 
opportunities  to  resume  a larger  portion  of  the  normal  Public  Health  duties  in  the 
district.  It  allowed  further  progress  to  be  made  in  the  organisation  of  the  department  and  to 
consolidate  the  measures  which  had  been  initiated  in  the  early  years  of  the  war. 

One  of  the  most  prominent  features  of  this  year  was  the  reduction  which  occurred  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  in  the  district,  especially  when  compared  with  the 
two  previous  years.  As  in  the  previous  year  Measles  again  caused  the  largest  number  of  notifica- 
tions, but  Puerperal  Pyrexia  also  showed  large  figures  though  these  cases  were  practically  all 
notified  from  Sharoe  Green  Hospital. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate,  a decrease  in  the  Death  Rate,,  and  a marked 
reduction  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

Diphtheria  again  provided  very  few  cases,  a continued  testimony  to  the  value  of 
Immunisation,  for  even  those  few  cases  were  mainly  in  adults. 

In  the  summer  and  autumn  ther,e  occurred  one  of  those  sharp  outbursts  of  that  distressing 
disease  of  childhood — Infantile  Paralysis.  Fortunately,  the  cases  were  few,  but  some  of  them 
required  extensive  and  prolonged  treatment  in  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
at  Biddulph,  and  yet,  in  spite  of  this  specialised  treatment,  residual  paralysis  of  quite  a severe 
type  resulted.  Other  cases  were,  fortunately,  of  a mild  type  and  made  a more  or  less  complete 
recovery.  All  the  M,edical  Practitioners  practising  in  the  district  were  informed  of  the  presence 
of  this  outbreak  in  order  that  the  specialised  treatment  available  could  b,e  utilised  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  and  that  the  abortive  cases,  which  did  occur,  should  not  be  allowed  to  spread 
the  outbreak  further. 
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Th,e  close  supervision  over  the  quality  of  the  water  and  the  water  supply  generally,  men- 
tioned in  the  previous  reports,  was  continued.  The  replacement  of  the  temporary  methods  of 
chloramination  of  the  water  at  the  intake  of  the  reservoirs  was  sanctioned  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  permanent  systems  of  Chloramination  at  both  the  intake  and 
outlet  were  constructed. 

The  efforts  to  ensure  that  a supply  of  clean  and  sound  milk  was  available  for  the 
inhabitants  of  this  district  were  continued,  and  considerable  attention  was  devoted  to  this  campaign. 

The  slaughter  house,  where  horses  were  slaughtered  to  provide  meat  for  human  consump- 
tion, was  under  constant  supervision. 


1943.  In  this  year,  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  was 

not  sustained  but  the  numbers  reported  returned  again  to  figures  which  might  be  con- 
sidered average  for  the  district.  The  increase  was  chiefly  dup  to  the  number  of  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  notified,  and  to  a large  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia.  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in 
little  groups  of  cases  scattered  ov,er  the  district  throughout  the  year.  These  groups  were  un- 
related to  each  other,,  so  far  as  could  be  determined,  and  each  group  consisted  of  a small 
number  of  cases  only.  The  disease  itself  was  mild  in  type,  caused  no  fatalities,  and  was  not 
follow, ed  by  any  complications.  The  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  mainly  from  the  institutions 
in  the  district,  were  almost  entirely  confined  to  children  under  2 years  and  to  persons  over  35,  and 
the  deaths  were  very  few. 

Influenza  visited  th,e  district  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  although  the  cases  were  many, 
the  disease  was  mild  in  type,  and  the  deaths  were  few. 

Measles  again  provid,ed  a large  number  of  notifications. 

Full  Chloramination  of  the  water  supply  was  established  in  the  first  part  of  the  year  and 
the  result  of  this  was  soon  apparent  in  the  increased  number  of  samples  of  water  which  showed 
a sterile  bacteriological  count. 

The  sanitary  requirements  of  the  district  were  throughout  the  year  under  constant  super- 
vision. The  number  of  complaints  decreased,  and  the  requests  for  advic,e  and  guidance  increased. 
Housing  defects  occupied  an  increased  amount  of  time,  and  with  the  shortness  of  material  and 
labour  were  more  difficult  to  rectify. 

The  campaign  to  secure  a cl,ean  milk  supply  was  intensified  throughout  the  year  not  only 
by  an  increased  number  of  visits  to  the  milk-producing  farms,  but  by  obtaining  more  samples 
of  milk  for  submission  to  Bacteriological  tests. 
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The  value  of  this  supervision  was  exhibited  by  the  increased  number  of  samples  which 
were  found  on  test  to  be  satisfactory,  but  the  number  of  samples  which  contained  the  Tubercle 
Bacillus  was  a cause  for  anxiety.  After  consideration  certain  methods  of  procedure  were  devised 
and  put  forward  as  suggestions,  as  a means  by  which  Tuberculous  Milk  might  be  more  rapidly 
controlled,  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1941  (published  at  the  end  of  1943).  The  object  was  to 
provide  quicker,  more  efficient  and  more  certain  methods  of  control  than  the  existent  laborious, 
cumbersome  and  slow  measures.  These  suggestions  aroused  great  interest  amongst  the  farmers, 
who  held  two  meetings  to  consider  the  proposals  and  passed  resolutions  which  were  forwarded 
to  higher  authorities.  In  spite  of  these  resolutions  and  the  interest  of  the  Press,  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  interest  of  the  higher  circles  was  apparently  not  aroused.  As  these  suggestions 
increased  the  powers  of  the  local  authorities  to  deal  with  this  question  of  Tubercular  Milk,  and 
the  Minister  of  Health  and  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  had  just  issued  jointly  a “ White  Paper  ” 
on  milk  which  removed  all  the  powers  of  the  local  authorities  and  vested  those  powers,  greatly 
increased,  in  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  the  reason  for  the  lack  of  interest  was  apparent. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  continued  throughout  the  year  and  there  was  no 
apparent  lack  of  desire  on  the  part  of  the  parents  to  seek  this  protection  for  their  children.  The 
method  of  immunisations  of  individual  children  by  the  practitioners  was  continued  as  well  as 
immunisations  in  groups  of  children.

The  decrease  in  the  estimated  population  may  be  noted,  an  actual  census  would  probably  reveal 
much  higher  figures. 
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Social  Conditions. 

The  district  is  mainly  a residential  one,  industry  is  represented  by  one  steam  laundry  and 
the  many  milk-producing  farms  in  the  more  rural  areas  at  the  periphery  of  the  district. 

There  are  several  public  institutions  in  the  area — a Public  Assistance  Institution  with 
attached  General  Hospital  and  Maternity  Hospital  in  its  grounds,  a Military  Barracks,  two  residential 
Orphanages  and  Schools,  a School  and  Workshops  for  the  Blind,  a Home  for  the  Aged  Sick  and 
Poor,  a Convent,  and  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  has  been  no  unemployment  during  these  years  under  review  in  this  district.

These  tables  call  for  little  comment,  a slight  increase  in  the  birth  rate,  a slight  reduction  in 
the  death  rate,  and  a very  satisfactory  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  infants  under  1 year.  The 
death  rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  above  the  ayerage,  but  that  is  true  of  the  rest  of  the  country. 
Cancer  shows  a slow  but  steady  rise  as  a cause  of  mortality. 

All  these  figures  have  been  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  through  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council  and  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers. 

Population. 

The  census  of  1931  showed  that  the  number  of  inhabitants  of  Fulwood  was  8,816  (Males 
4,329,  Females  4,487).  In  that  year  the  number  of  persons  resident  in  the  public  and  other 
institutions  in  the  district  was  over  2,000  and  whilst  no  detailed  information  of  this  nature  can 
now  be  given,  it  can  be  stated  that  the  numbers  in  these  institutions  in  1943  were  not  less  than 

in  1931.

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Deaths  from  Malignant  Diseases. 

It  has  already  been  mentioned  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  showed  a slight 
but  definite  increase.  The  death  rates  per  1,000  of  population  for  the  two  years  was  1.91  and  2.22 
respectively.  These  are  higher  than  for  the  rest  of  Lancashire  and  this  may  be  accounted  for  by 
the  increased  proportion  of  the  older  ages  in  this  district. 

Infantile  Mortality.

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  which  in  past  years  has  usually  been  below  that  of  Lancashire 
and  that  of  England  and  Wales,  reached  record  low  figures  in  1942  and  1943.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
be  able  to  record  these  figures  at  a time  when  the  preservation  of  infant  life  is  of  paramount 
importance  to  this  country,  and  the  parents  of  this  district  must  be  congratulated  upon  the  care  they 
have  displayed  in  the  health  of  their  babies.

Laboratory  Services. 

The  Laboratory  of  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  provided  valuable  assistance  by  the  examination 
of  Bacteriological  and  Pathological  specimens.  The  proximity  of  such  a well-equipped  laboratory 
to  this  district  provided  excellent  facilities  for  rapid  diagnosis  in  Infectious  Diseases.  All  the 
samples  of  milk,  for  bacteriological  tests  as  well  as  for  the  presence  of  the  Tubercle  Bacillus,  were 
9ent  to  this  laboratory.

The  examinations  of  the  samples  of  milk  will  be  found  under  Inspection  of  Foods. 
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Ambulance  Services. 

For  accidents,  for  cases  of  sickness  going  to  and  from  hospital  and  for  Maternity  cases, 
arrangements  were  made  with  Preston  Corporation  to  provide  ambulance  transport.  These 
arrangements  were  adequate. 

In  addition  ambulance  transport  was  available  from  private  firms. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  removed  in  the  ambulance  owned  by  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Joint  Hospital  Board. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  nursing  facilities  were  provided  by  the  Council  but  the  Preston  Nursing  Association 
provided  nurses  for  home  visiting  in  the  southern  parts  of  Fulwood.  Their  provident  scheme  was 
in  operation  in  this  part  of  the  district. 

The  northern  part  of  the  district  was  covered  by  nurses  from  the  Broughton  Nursing 
Association  (branch  of  the  Lancashire  County  Nursing  Association). 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

General  Diseases. — Three  hospitals  were  available:  — 

(1)  Preston  Royal  Infirmary. 

(2)  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  Mount  Street,  Preston. 

(3)  Sharoe  Green  Municipal  Hospital. 

All  these  hospitals  provided  accommodation  and  treatment  which  were  adequate.  Private 
Wards  were  also  available. 

Maternity. — All  three  hospitals  provided  separate  blocks  or  portions  of  the  ‘hospital  for 
maternity  cases.  The  accommodation  provided  is  modem  and  the  facilities  for  treatment  excellent. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  Preston,  Fulwood  and  Longridge  Joint  Hospital,  situated  in  this 
district,  provided  all  the  accommodation  and  treatment  required  for  cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 

Small-pox. — Cases  of  this  disease,  fortunately  there  were  none,  are  isolated  at  the  Joint 
Hospital  situated  at  Elswick. 

Malignant  Diseases. — A special  section  of  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  officered  from  The 
Christie  Cancer  Hospital,  Manchester,  is  adapted  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  these  maladies. 
X-ray,  Radium  and  other  forms  of  treatment  are  available,  and  this  section  was  utilised  by 
inhabitants  of  this  district  in  the  years  under  review. 
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Services  Provided  by  the  County  Council  for  the  Area. 

Midwifery. — Two  midwives  for  domiciliary  Maternity  nursing  were  provided  by  Lancashire 
County  Council.  Their  names,  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  are  given  below:  —

Ante-natal  Clinics  were  available  for  inspection,  advice  and  treatment  at  Preston  Royal 
Infirmary  Maternity  Hospital,  at  Sharoe  Green  Maternity  Hospital,  and  at  Mount  Street  Hospital. 
Patients  attended  at  the  two  former  Clinics  under  the  County  Council  Scheme.  There  was  also 
a County  Council  Ante-natal  Clinic  held  fortnightly  at  the  Clinic,  Longridge,  staffed  by  the  County 
Council  Maternity  Specialist  and  Health  Visitors,  which  was  available  for  women  of  this  district  if 
they  preferred  a Clinic  not  in  connection  with  a hospital  nor  in  the  precincts  of  a hospital. 

The  Consultant  service  was  available  either  at  home  or  in  hospital  where  such  specialist 
treatment  was  required. 

Child  Welfare. — The  nearest  Child  Welfare  Centres  to  this  district  operated  by  the  County 
Council  were  at  Barton  Village  Institute  and  at  Longridge  Clinic.  The  former  met  monthly  and  the 
latter  weekly.  Many  Mothers  and  Babies  from  this  district  took  advantage  of  both  centres.  The 
need,  however,  for  a Centre  in  Fulwood  itself  was  apparent,  and  but  for  the  outbreak  of  the  War 
it  would  have  been  established  in  1939.  The  Council  made  representations  to  the  County  Council 
towards  the  end  of  1943,  pointing  out  the  necessity  for  such  a Centre  in  Fulwood,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  enquiries  were  made  and  accommodation,  central  and  suitable,  was  sought  for  this 
Centre  which  it  was  proposed  to  open  early  in  1944.  All  babies  bom  in  the  district  were  visited 
regularly  by  the  County  Health  Visitor. 

School  Children. — Medical  inspections  were  carried  out  by  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer 
and  the  School  Nurse  at  the  schools  from  time  to  time,  when  parents  might  seek  advice  for  their 
children  and  have  arrangements  made  for  any  treatment  required.  The  nearest  School  Clinic  is 
situated  at  Longridge,  and  in  wartime  with  the  indifferent  transport  and  the  many  other  calls  on  the 
parents’  time,  the  attendances  from  this  district  have  been  less  than  in  peace  times.  At  this  Clinic 
Inspections  are  carried  out,  treatment  given  for  minor  and  other  ailments,  Ophthalmic  Treatment  is 
given,  and  Dental  Treatment  by  appointment. 
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Orthopaedic  cases  from  this  district  attend  at  Leyland  on  the  first  Monday  afternoon  in  each 
month  or  arrangements  may  be  made  for  attendance  of  such  cases  at  Moor  Park,  Preston.  Cases 
of  this  nature  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  admitted  to  Lancashire  County  Council  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  at  Biddulph  or  to  beds  earmarked  for  the  County  at  The  Ethel  Headley  Hospital,  Winder- 
mere. 


Blind  Children  are  educated  and  trained  at  the  Fulwood  Blind  School  and  Workshops. 

Deaf  and  Dumb  Children ■ are  admitted  to  the  Royal  Cross  School,  Preston. 

Epileptic  Children  are  admitted  to  various  Homes  where  accommodation  is  available. 
Mentally  Deficient  Children  when  notified  as  such  come  under  the  care  of  the  Lancashire 
Asylums  Board. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  provides  facilities  for  diagnosis  by  a staff  of  experienced  Tuberculosis 
Officers;  examination  of  sputum  and  X-rays  at  its  Dispensaries;  and  residence  in  a Sanatorium  or 
Hospital  for  cases  suitable  for  such  treatment.  A Specialist  Surgeon’s  service  is  available  for  those 
cases  where  surgical  treatment  is  required. 


The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  which  serves  this  area  is  at  Walton’s  Parade,  Preston,  and  the 
Consultant  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  attendance  is  Dr.  F.  C.  S.  Bradbury. 

The  table  below  gives  the  number  of  notifications  in  the  two  years.  Both  Respiratory  and  Non- 
Respiratory  cases  are  given,  and  they  are  separated  for  ages  and  sexes.  The  number  of  deaths  is 
shown  also.

The  Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  table  below  gives  an  analysis  of  the  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  which  occurred  in  this 
district  during  the  two  years.  Measles  in  each  year  accounted  for  the  largest  number  of  notifica- 
tions. Attention  has  already  been  directed  to  the  occurrence  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile 
Paralysis)  in  1942,  and  to  the  increased  numbers  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Pneumonia  in 
1943.  In  both  years  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  small.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

In  the  year  1942,  102  children  under  5 and  263  of  the  age  group  5 to  15  were  protected 

under  the  Council  Scheme.  The  number  of  children  immunised  under  this  scheme  by  private 

practitioners  was  133,  and  the  others — 232 — by  the  M,edical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  percentage  of  children  estimated  to  be  protected  in  each  of  the  two  groups  at  the  end 
of  the  year  were: — 

48.5%  under  5,  83.1%  5 to  15. 

In  the  year  1943,  97  children  under  5,  and  114  of  the  ages  5 to  15,  were  immunised. 
Private  practitioners  treated  79  of  this  number,  and  the  rest — 132 — by  the  Medical  Officer  of 

Health. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  62%  of  the  under  5 group,  and  85.9%  of  the 
school  age  group,  were  protected  in  this  district. 

In  the  County  of  Lancashire,  as  a whole,  it  was  estimated  at  the  end  of  June,  1943,  that 

the  percentages  of  children  immunised  in  each  of  th;e  two  groups  were  51.7  for  the  under  fives, 

and  68.4  for  the  school  group. 

The  Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  170/44  estimated  that  56%  of  the  child  population 
under  15  for  the  country  as  a whole  were  immunised. 

Th,e  satisfactory  state  of  protection  against  Diphtheria  of  the  child  population  of  this 
district  was  indicated  by  the  paucity  of  the  numbers  of  cases  of  the  disease  during  the  two  years. 
Of  the  small  number  of  cases  which  occurred,  only  two  were  known  to  have  be;en  'mmunised,  and 
both  these  cases  were  very  mild. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk.  Active  measures  were  continued  throughout  the  two  years  under  review  to 
endeavour  to  obtain  the  supply  of  a clean,  safe,  and  wholesome  milk  to  this  district.  This  entailed 
frequent  visits  to  farms,  the  frequent  taking  of  milk  samples,  and  encouragement  to  the  producers 
to  co-operate  in  this  task. 

1942.  In  1942  there  were  46  farms  producing  milk,  with  approximately  750  cows.  The 
number  of  cowkeepers  was  47.,  and  there  were  10  dairymen  (other  than  cowkeepers). 

67  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  these  farms  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  for  submission  to  bacteriological  tests  was  92.  Of  these 
58  were  satisfactory  and  34  were  unsatisfactory. 

82  samples  were  tested  for  the  presence  of  the  Tubercle  Bacillus,  81  were  negative  and  1 
was  positive. 

1943.  In  1943  the  number  of  farms  was  47,  with  the  same  number  of  cowkeepers,  and  the 
approximate  number  of  cows  was  780.  There  were  9 dairymen  (other  than  cowkeepers). 
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During  this  year  78  visits  were  paid  to  farms. 

For  bacteriological  tests  129  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  of  which  110  were  satisfactory, 
and  19  unsatisfactory.  This  was  a definite  improvement  on  the  two  previous  years. 

131  samples  of  milk  were  .examined  for  the  Tubercle  Bacillus,  and  7 were  found  to  be 
positive,  124  negative. 

12  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk,  taken  for  test,  were  found  to  b.e  sufficiently  heat-treated. 

In  addition,  4 samples  were  taken  of  the  milk  supplied  to  schools.  All  these  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

There  was  1 Pasteurising  Plant  in  the  district,  and  4 persons  licensed  to  sell  Pasteurised 

milk. 


Meat  Inspection. 

Horses  are  slaughtered  in  the  one  slaughter-house  in  the  district  to  provide  food  for  human 
consumption.  All  horses  slaughtered  there  during  1942  and  1943  were  inspected  for  disease.  In 
many  cases  organs  affected  by  disease  or  defect  were  taken  and  destroyed.  The  approximate 
number  of  animals  inspected  in  the  two  years  and  the  number  of  organs  surrendered  will  be  found 
in  Mr.  Southworth’s  Report. 

The  slaughter-house  has  been  well  run,  and  no  nuisance  has  been  caused. 

Butchers’  Shops.  The  eight  shops  in  the  district  were  regularly  inspected.  The  products 
sold  were  also  inspected. 

Bakehouses.  The  twelve  bakehouses  were  inspected  at  regular  intervals  and  were  found 
to  be  in  good  order. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  reported  in  the  district  throughout  the  two  years. 
Complaints  were  received  of  the  occurrence  of  Gastro  Enteritis  in  certain  parts  of  the  district.  On 
two  occasions  these  were  investigated  by  faecal,  urinal,  and  blood  tests.  All  these  tests  were 
negative,  and  it  was  considered  that  probably  the  wartime  bread  was  at  fault. 

Condemnation  of  Food  Unfit  for  Human  Consumption. 

The  details  and  the  amounts  of  food  condemned  will  be  found  in  Mr.  Southworth’s  Report 
appended. 

Water  Supply.  * 

It  has  already  been  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report  that  certain  measures  were  taken  in 
1942  and  1943  by  means  of  Chloramination  to  provide  a more  satisfactory  water  supply.  In  1942 
a temporary  plant  was  utilised  to  treat  the  water  at  the  intake.  This  was  satisfactory  for  the 
normal  water  flow  but  insufficient  to  deal  with  ticod  or  other  sudden  volumes  of  heavy  rainfall. . 
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In  1943,  permanent  Chloramination  plants  were  established,  to  treat  not  only  the  water 
at  the  intake,  but  also  at  the  outlet,  thus  treating  the  water  at  its  entrance  into  the  reservoirs, 
but  also  making  provision  for  the  treatment  of  any  contamination  (by  birds  or  any  other  cause) 
of  the  water  whilst  in  the  reservoirs. 

In  1942,  ten  samples  were  examined.  9 of  these  were  satisfactory  and  1 was  unsatisfactory. 
In  addition,  four  samples  of  water  were  examined  for  bacterial  conditions  before  Chloramination; 
the  condition  was  moderately  satisfactory. 

In  1943,  24  samples  were  examined,  23  were  satisfactory  and  1 unsatisfactory. 

In  none  of  the  samples  examined  during  the  two  years  were  Bacilli  Coli  Faecalis  found. 

There  were  no  extensions  of  the  mains,  but  screw  hydrants  were  fitted  instead  of  the  ball 
hydrants. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Watkinson,  the  Water  Engineer,  for  many  of  these  details. 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  methods  of  sewage  disposal  in  the  years  under  review.  The 
North  side  of  the  district  is  still  unsewered,  and  the  overflows  from  the  septic  tanks  there  foul 
the  streams.  Fortunately  the  summers  of  1942  and  1943  provided  sufficient  rainfall  to  keep  the 
stream  sides  washed,  so  that  the  unpleasant  odours  usually  present  in  the  summer  months  were 
not  evident. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Ribble  Joint  Committee  are  responsible  for  streams  and  rivers  in  the  district. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  water  carriage  system  is  almost  universal  throughout  the  district.  There  was  1 
conversion  from  a pail  closet  to  a water  closet  in  1943.  The  number  of  houses  on  the  water 
carriage  system  was  3,382,  with  3,508  w.c.s. 

Public  Cleansing. 

In  1942  there  were  4,419  ashbins,  7 dry  ashpits  and  12  pail  closets;  whilst  in  1943  there 
were  4,365  ashbins,  3 dry  ashpits  and  11  pail  closets.  These  were  emptied  each  week,  this  work 
being  under  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  refuse  was  tipped. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. 

In  the  report  of  Mr.  Southworth,  Sanitary  Inspector,  appended  to  this  report,  will  be 
found  the  number  of  inspections,  notices  given,  defects  rectified,  and  a general  account  of  the 
sanitary  work  carried  out  in  the  two  years  in  this  district. 
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Housing. 

On  the  whole  the  housing  of  the  district  was  good.  Certain  old  houses  may  require 
replacement  after  the  war.  Owing  to  war  circumstances  the  demand  for  houses  exceeded  the  supply. 
The  majority  of  the  houses  are  semi-detached  and  owner-occupied.  No  new  houses  were  built  in 
the  two  years. 

School  Accommodation. 

The  schools  were  much  overcrowded.  The  normal  child  population  of  the  district  was 
greater  than  the  accommodation  available,  and  this  position  was  greatly  aggravated  by  the  influx 
of  evacuees. 


Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

In  1942,  1 sample  of  milk  was  found  to  be  positive  for  the  presence  of  the  Tubercle  Bacillus, 
and  in  1943  seven  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  contain  this  Bacillus.  The  cow  affected  (in  the 
one  positive  milk  in  1942)  was  found  and  dealt  with  under  the  Order.  In  1943,  2 cows,  immediately 
the  samples  were  taken,  were  sent  to  the  Preston  Abattoir,  where  the  carcases  were  condemned  for 
Advanced  Tuberculosis.  Two  cows  were  found  with  Advanced  Tuberculosis  on  the  investigations 
after  my  report,  and  were  dealt  with  under  the  Order.  In  2 cases  the  affected  cows  were  not 
found  in  the  subsequent  investigations,  and  in  1 case  apparently  no  action  was  taken  as  the 
sample  was  one  taken  from  a collective  group  of  milks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEARS  1942-43. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  again  great  pleasure  in  being  favoured  to  present  my  Annual  Reports  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Fulwood. 

Th,ese  are  the  second  reports  that  I have  made  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  me  to  be  able  to  say  that  more  of  my  work  has  been  devoted  to  Hygiene  than  was  the  case  in 
the  preceding  two  years,  although  it  has  been  necessary  to  allocate  some  time  to  work  of  Civil 
Defence.  The  following  synopsis  and  tables  are  retrospective  of  the  two  years  under  review. 

1942.  During  the  early  part  of  this  year  the  Sanitary  work  of  the  department  was  routine 
in  character.  Milk-producing  farms  continued  to  be  inspected,  samples  of  milk  were  obtained 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  nuisances  were  abated,  houses,  bedding,  and  other 
articles  where  infectious  diseases  occurred  were  disinfected. 

One  temproary  outdoor  shelter  previously  used  by  a patient  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  was  removed  to  another  district  at  the  request  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
Tuberculosis  Department.  Horses  slaughtered  at  the  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  were  few  in  number,  but  the  number  steadily  increased,  and  all  carcases  and  edible  offal 
were  inspected  as  early  as  possible  after  slaughter.  A case  of  Undulant  Fever  occurred  in  the 
district,  and  samples  of  the  milk  supply  were  immediately  obtained  and  submitted  to  the 
Pathological  Department  of  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary.  The  results  obtained  did  not  rev.eal 
the  presence  of  Brucella  Abortus  in  the  milk,  and  no  further  cases  occurred. 

A complaint  was  received  from  the  National  Fire  Service  regarding  the  flooding  of  the 
cellar  at  the  Withy  Trees  Fire  Station.  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  locating  the  cause  of 
the  flooding,  but  this  was  eventually  traced  and  the  nuisance  was  abated. 

Cases  of  notifiable  diseases  occurring  in  evacuee  children  were  visited,  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  their  removal  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Sick  Bays. 

A farmer  in  the  Urban  District  had  obtained  1,220  tins  of  beef,  soups,  and  beans,  previously 
inspected  in  another  district  and  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption,  gave  an  undertaking 
to  use  the  condemned  food  for  animal  feeding  only. 

Houses  which  the  Local  Authority  were  requested  to  requisition  for  the  Ministry  of  Supply 
employees  were  inspected,  and  schedules  of  delapidations  were  made. 

During  the  Spring  there  was  a small  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  houses  where  cases 
occurred  were  disinfected. 
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Six  samples  of  milk  as  supplied  to  the  schools  in  the  district  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  .examination  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  All  the  samples  were  reported  negative. 

The  Milk-Producing  Farms  and  Dairies  in  the  district  were  regularly  visited,  and  samples 
of  milk  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  examination.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  milk 
improved,  and  this  was  probably  due  to  the  increased  number  of  samples  taken.  The  number  of 
samples  obtained  ar.e  appended  to  this  Report.  Three  farmers  in  the  district  made  applications  to 
produce  Accredited  Milk.,  and  licences  were  subsequently  granted  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council. 

In  the  summer  of  this  year  there  was  increased  slaughtering  activity  at  the  slaughterhouse, 
and  the  carcases  and  edible  offal  were  inspected. 

The  whole  of  tfie  Bakehouses  in  the  district  were  inspected,  and  I might  mention  here 
that  these  are  well  kept,  but  the  occupiers  have  found  difficulty  in  obtaining  labour  for  limewashing 
to  comply  with  tfie  Factories  Act. 

In  connection  with  Civil  Defence,  the  Ambulances  garaged  at  the  Harris  Orphanage 
Ambulance  Depot  were  all  repainted. 

Accredited  Milk-Producing  Farms,  where  unsatisfactory  samples  had  been  obtained,  were 
inspected,  along  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Sanitary  Officer. 

Extensive  repairs  and  draining  works  were  executed  at  a house  which  was  of  the  type 
capable  of  being  rendered  fit  for  human  habitation  at  a reasonable  .expense.  Letters  recommend- 
ing their  application  were  given  to  builders,  who  had  difficulty  in  obtaining  materials  to  execute 
necessary  house  repairs. 

A cell  at  the  Fulwood  Police  Station  was  disinfected  after  it  had  been  occupied  by  a 
prisoner  who  was  suffering  from  an  Infectious  Disease. 

During  the  Autumn  of  this  year  the  number  of  horses  slaughtered  at  the  slaughterhouse 
steadily  increased. 

Inspections  of  food  continued  to  be  made  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Buffer  Depot.  The 
amount  of  condemned  foods  is  contained  in  the  appended  list. 

Late  in  the  year  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  First-Aid  Party  Depot  at  the  Harris  Orphanage 
were  decorated  throughout. 

One  hawker  voluntarily  surrendered  170  lbs.  of  onions  which  were  exposed  for  sale  on  his 
vehicle.  Shops  were  visited,  and  many  other  unsound  onions  were  surrendered  by  shopkeepers. 
The  total  weight  of  the  onions  is  appended  in  tfie  list. 

The  Butchers’  shops  in  the  district  were  inspected.  These  shops  are  well  kept,  and  all  are 
fitted  with  refrigerators. 
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Four  Dealers’  Licences  to  retail  Pasteurised  milk  in  the  district,  one  Pasteuriser’s  Licence 
and  one  Supplementary  Pasteurised  Milk  Licence  were  issued  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

1943.  In  the  early  part  of  this  year  active  measures  were  taken  in  the  production  and 
handling  of  the  milk  supply.  The  samples  taken  by  far  outnumbered  those  obtained  in  previous 
years.  Farms  were  inspected  as  often  as  possible,  and  samples  were  taken  at  regular  intervals 
for  examination  for  cleanliness  and  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Assistance  was  given  to  the 
County  Sanitary  Officer  in  obtaining  samples  of  milk  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Informal 
samples  were  also  obtained  at  Schools  for  the  purpose  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  together  with 
samples  for  the  examination  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.  The  proportion  of  samples 
reported  as  satisfactory  during  this  year  exceeded  the  proportion  of  satisfactory  samples  submitted 
in  previous  years. 

The  taking  of  the  samples  also  resulted  in  the  finding  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  in  seven  of  the 
samples. 

One  sample  of  water  taken  from  the  well  of  a house  in  Midgery  Lane,  which  is  not 
connected  to  the  Local  Authority’s  supply,  was  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  at  the  Preston  Royal 
Infirmary.  The  result  was  unsatisfactory,  but  this  might  have  been  due  to  the  heavy  surface 
manuring  of  the  adjoining  meadow  land. 

Houses  continued  to  be  disinfected  where  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  occurred,  and  also 
at  the  request  of  householders. 

Nuisances  were  abated  and  informal  notices  were  served  when  this  procedure  was  found 
necessary. 

In  the  Spring  of  the  year  a farmer  in  the  district  obtained  five  tons  of  dried  figs,  which 
had  previously  been  inspected  in  another  district  and  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  food.  The 
farmer  gave  an  undertaking  not  to  allow  any  of  the  condemned  food  to  be  used  for  human 
consumption. 

The  slaughter  of  horses  in  the  late  Spring  and  early  Summer  increased.  The  carcases  and 
edible  offal  were  inspected  as  soon  as  possible  after  slaughter. 

Assorted  foods  continued  to  be  inspected  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Troy  Laundry  Buffer 
Depot,  and  many  inspections  of  unsound  food  were  now  being  made  at  the  Navy,  Army  and  Air 
Force  Institutes  Stores  and  Shop  at  the  Fulwood  Barracks.  Foods  have  also  been  inspected  at 
the  shops  in  the  district,  and  when  found  to  be  un  fit  for  human  consumption  have  been  surrendered 
by  the  owners  without  the  slightest  difficulty.  The  foods  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption 
are  appended  to  this  report. 
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Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  occurring  in  evacuees  continued  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  Sick  Bays,  and  arrangements  for  admission  to  hospital  and  return 
home,  were  made. 

Inspections  were  made  at  houses  where  building  materials  were  required  to  execute  repairs, 
and  recommendations  were  given  to  builders  to  enable  them  to  purchase  the  necessary  materials. 

During  the  summer  of  this  year  one  owner  voluntarily  made  improvements  to  his  cowsheds. 
The  internal  walls  to  cowsheds  and  dairy  were  rendered  in  cement  to  a height  of  approximately 
four  feet  above  floor  level,  and  the  channels  of  the  cowsheds  were  finished  in  granolithic. 

Another  farmer  voluntarily  constructed  a new  Septic  Tank  and  laid  new  soil  drains  to  his 

house. 


As  in  the  previous  year,  the  Bakehouses  in  the  district  w;ere  visited.  The  Bakehouses  are, 
as  a whole,  well  maintained. 

At  this  period  of  the  year  the  inspections  of  unsound  food  at  the  N.A.A.F.I.  were  required 
regularly. 

The  slaughtering  of  horses  at  the  slaughter-house  also  reached  a higher  level  than  had 
previously  be,en  the  case,  and  this  necessitated  more  visits.  I might  also  mention  here  that  I have 
not  had  any  reason  to  complain  about  the  cleanliness  of  the  slaughter-house  or  appurtenant 
buildings.  They  are  well  maintained,  and  the  owner  complies  with  the  regulations  regarding 
notice  of  intention  to  slaughter. 

The  numbers  of  horses  slaughtered  and  organs  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  food  are 
appended. 

Continual  inspections  were  made  at  the  houses  requisitioned  by  the  Council  for  evacue«es. 

During  the  Autumn  the  Pasteurising  Plant  licensed  by  the  Authority  was  inspected  with 
an  inspector  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Samples  of  milk  which  had  been  treated  by  this 
plant  had  been  obtained  and  examined.  Since  this  visit  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Inspector, 
samples  have  been  obtained  each  month,  and  although  the  plant  has  been  installed  for  some  time 
its  efficiency  is  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  milk  from  retailers  and  producers  in  the  district  continued  to  be  obtained  and 
examined.  Farms  from  which  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  were  visited,  and  suggestions 
in  connection  with  milking  and  sterilising  of  utensils  W;ere  made  to  the  producers. 

A small  outburst  of  Scarlet  Fever  broke  out  at  the  north  side  of  the  district  which  probably 
originated  from  a school  outside  the  district.  Houses  where  cases  had  occurred  were  disinfected, 
and  this  was  probably  the  reason  for  the  number  of  houses  disinfected  in  this  year  being  far 
higher  than  in  previous  years. 
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Some  time  was  necessarily  devoted  to  the  First-Aid  and  Ambulance  Services,  but  this  was 
routine  in  character. 

Four  Dealers'  Licences  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  in  the  district  and  one  Pasteuriser’s  Licence 
were  issued. 

Throughout  the  years  under  review  the  Nuisances  occurring  in  the  district  have  been 
abated.  The  shops  and  places  where  food  was  stored,  prepared  and  handled,  were  inspected. 
Houses,  clothing,  and  other  articles  have  been  disinfected,  and  the  usual  duties  of  a Sanitary 
Inspector  have  been  discharged.  The  Infectious  Diseases  Registers  have  been  accurately  kept, 
and  returns  have  been  forwarded  each  week  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
R egistrar-G  eneral . 

The  following  table  gives  the  numbers  of  premises  visited,  houses  disinfected,  defects  or 
nuisances  abated,  informal  notices  served,  the  horses  slaughtered  and  inspected,  organs  surren-
